'Man Is Good' 
TheoryBlasted 
By Fieldhouse 

The "faniai^ic^asS^^^^^tliBt 
man is naturally good was blasted 
yesterday by Prof. Fieldhouse, 
Kingsford Prof, of History. He was 
speaking to a combined meeting of 
the Liberal and Political Science 
clubs ; held In the Union Music 
Room,';whlch ' was jam-packed by 
the rapt, and silent audience. 

As an example of this "insidious 
theory" Prof. Fieldhouse cited the 
people who hold that a small wick- 
ed minority, be they priests, kings 
capitalists or diplomats, are the 
cause of all the world's ills. Blam- 
ing everything on the "Unspecified 
they", these people believe that the 
mas's of the population is good. He 
fiirther stated that man born of 
woman is a mixture of good and 
evil, and that evil Institutions in 
society are a demonstration' of the 
ievil inherent in human nature. 

Prof. Fieldhouse likened present 
day man, fed on this essential good- 
ness "nonsense", to a child who has 
been brought up to have everything 
he wants. When this child goes 
Into the world he does not get what 
he wants, and he is bewildered. 
Similarly man, shocked into real- 
ization of evil by two World Wars, 
Is rattled. He would not have been 
'so in other ages, which recognized 
the fact that there is much evil in 
man and the world. 

Speaking on his announced topic 
"Liberal Democracy," Prof. Field- 
house defined Liberal, as a : non 
party term.^ He then said that the 
argument for Liberal Democracy 
was not that the man in the street 
Is right, but that whoever is put in 
charge is wrong. "No one can be 
trusted with power from . Lance 
Corporals to Dictators" he contin- 
ued; as ex-servicemen present 
voiced their agreement. 

Summing up his prevloijs argu- 
ments, Prof. Fieldhouse concluded 
that progresi is not automatic, but 
depends upon consistent moral ef'

At 
present he is a member of the Na 
tional Executive of the L.P.P. •. 

Mr.' Ryerson Is a leading Cana- 
dian Marxist theoretician. In his 
talk he will.outline the dynamics of 
social change, and w|ll show why 
Socialism is the next stage of so 
eiely.

Armed Forces Drain 
Scientific Reserves 

The need for research workers 
was stressed in an address deliver- 
ed recently by Dr. M. H. Trytten, 
director of the American Office of 
Scientific Personnel. He warned 
that large-scale training programs 
of the armed ' forces in colleges 
were threatening the nation's sup- 
ply of potential scientists. 

The attractive opportunities of- 
fered by the Armed Forces is ab- 
sorbing a large percentage ot the 
best youths of the country who are 
physically qualified, and who might 
otherwise have been the trained 
scientists of the mid-1950's. Dr. 
Trytten further stated. 

He emphasized that the need lor 
a number of competent research 
scientists was a more Important 
element than the number of ships 
at sea or tanks and guns in stor- 
age. S

Stanley Smith refuted this 
by saying that women have a def- 
inite role in the church, and hence 
cannot be in the ministry as well 
Pam Morley then claimed that wo- 
men are capable of carrying both 
jobs. Bert King then vroun'd it up 
by giving definite examples of a 
woman minister having divided in- 
terests. .' 
, The judges stated that the debate 
was ot a very high calibre, and 
gave the decision to the negative 
on the' gro_unds,that its argument 
was co-ordinated better. i

Religious Fihn 
Shows Superb 
Science Shots

Yesterday in Room 105 of the 
Chemistry Building IVCF and SCM 
presented the j itllm "The . God of 
Creation" i This film was produced 
under the Auspices of the Moody 
Bible Institute by Dr. L A. Moon 
as the first In a series ot "Sermons 
from Science." 

The film was produced to em- 
phasize the value. of God to the in- 
dividual as opposed to any secular 
explanation of life; however what- 
ever your religious opinions. might 
be, this is certainly a film worth 
seeing. 

The picture first explains Its 
purpose, then attempts to find God 
thrçugh examination pf the astro- 
nomical and the microscopic. In 
its attempt, it makes usé of the 100 
inch telescope -at Mount' Wilson, 
(peers) through a microscope with 
a technicolor camera, and watches 
clouds, plants, and insects change 
and*grow through the use of time- 
lapse photography. 

By the use of enormous figures 
and the idea of light-years it im- 
presses the audience with the vast- 
ness of the known universe. It 
next moves to the phenomena of 
photo-synthesis and shows in some 
sbperb colour shots this process in 
action. Then follows some time- 
lapse photography of clouds.' Clouds 
are beautiful at ordinary speeds, 
especially at sunset, but to sec 
them rolling, bounding and seeth- 
ing across the sky is like seeing 
a plane in the air after only seeing 
it on the ground. The concluding 
sequence shows the development ot 
a butterfly front a caterpiller. 
' The music that goes with the film 
is rather, obvious and the picture 
Continued on Poge 4.

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Toward Campus Radio 

';'^.AVliiic McGili lias Icept apace witit gisfer- 
tiniversities in manj' piiases of student activity, 
there lias been a prolonged period of drought 
on the question of a cainptis radio. outlcb --- per- 
haps one of the most intcreslihg'ipKcres of act- 
ion both from tho point of view of education 
and extra-curricular activity. Radio has been 
an oft-di«cu!ied topic on the campus and last 
year it appeared as though somctliing concrete 
would dev.elop along the lines of a McGill 
station. However, little has been heard and 
the question is now shelved until more de- 
finite results can- be had. 

Nevertheless, students interested in radio 
work and in ^IcGill programs have been active 
since earjy fall and the work has not been in 
vain. Recently, a special committee of the 
Students Executive .Council was iel up to con- 
trol ^and reguUle^studènt radio broadcasting, 
both from campus^outlets, when and if that 
hope crystallizes, and from commercial radio 
stations. 

Until this committee was set up, no student 
body was responsible for the matcrinl and/pre- 
sentation of the broadcasts involving McGiil, 
other than the regular UniverEity authorities 
who have the final word about all such matters 
of public relations. Now, with the new group 
to ser^'é as a guide, the McGill Speaks program, 
.any efforts of the Choral Society or similar 
grotjp,. the newest .vénture — depicting college 
life based on activities and situations in and 
around the Univcrsty as well as any other radio 
attempt will first have lo ensure a high standard 
to prevent any poor program from blocking 
future progress in this field. 

i While this is a step in the right direction, 
it is the ultimate hope of tho committee and of 
all those interested in McGll radio that great 
strides can be made to bring McGill near the 
top of the list of colleges noted for thèir fine 
efforts in that direction. Contacts have been 
made and will be continued with the Jntercol- 
legiate Broadcasting System, an American body 
enfolding all radio units attached to campuses 
throughout the States and in parts of Canada. 

The possibilities of radio on campus are, of 
course, tremendous. Considering only some, we 
note a potential course in radio dramatics, re- 
porting, etcetera. The outlet, along with others 
across this country and in the U.S. could serve 

as one,of the. most active of unifying agents 

furthering ideas of NFCUS, ISS as well as an 
exchange news items. The field of sports^ too, 
can be included -for a broadcast of -athletic 
events will serve to bring the various coropètî- 
tiohs closer to thè students. . 

The first move has been taken. There are 
others to follow in the cnur5c of the noxt few 
months. The nnnimiUcc is (n Iip cnncrntulntcd 
on thrir efforts (n dale. But n small group 
alone cnnTiol bp expected to carry the battle. It 
must have the interest and cooperation of fellow- 
students. Only by a unified effort can the. bene- 
fits of campus radio result — benefits in which 
^aoh of us will have a share^A.K. \ '

Salvatori Baccaloni, the Metropolitan's jolly, 320 
pound, basso buffo has been a favorite with Mont- 
real's opera going public during the five yèars.he 
has been making appearances here.' These visits have 
Included his famous portrayals of Leporello, Don 
Giovanni's comic servant, the drunken monk, Var- 
laam, in Boris Godounov, and, most recently, his 
famous portrayal of the scheming Or. Bartolo in 
the Barber of Seville. . *• 

Mr. Baccalonl's concert on the sixth of February 
win be o( special interest, as it will be his first solo 
appearance locallyT On other occasions he has sung 
with other famous artists such as John Charles 
Thomas, Bidu Sayao, and his famous countryman 
Ezio Pinza. 

Mr. Baccaloni, for many years a specialist in 
comic operatic roles made hit early appearances 
in the more melodramatic parts in the repertory. 
He changed his style on the advice ot Ariuro Tos- 
cannlnl. He was born iii Rome forty-seven years 
ago and started to sing in the Slstine Choir there 
at the age of six. On the insistence of his parents 
who wanted him to 'utilize his talent for drawing 
by becoming an architect he entered the Academy 
of Fine Arts in Rome. Iii 1920, after a period ot 
military service, he graduated with a degree in archi- 
tecture. 

Presently, he abandoned his drawing board and 
enrolled as a pupil of the baritone, Gii^eppi Kasch- 
mann, n member ot the original Metropolitan Opera 
Compnay. He was soon on the operatic stage sing- 
ing^ a number of varied basso parts. 

ToEcannini, in advising him to.specialize in. comic 
roles, told him that these roles were customarily sung 
by elderly singers whose voices had left them, but 
were better suited lo a younger roan with a robust 
voice. 

Before , making his Metropolitan , début in the 
1940-4I season, Mr. Baccaloni had made numerous 
appearances at the La Scala opera house In Milan. 
He spent a season at the Teatro Colon in Buenos 
Aires, and spent a summer touring America with his 
own company. His voice may be heard on the re- 
cordings of some of the Glydenbourne festival operas. 

Mr. Baccalonl's debut was made in a notable re- 
vival of the opera Don Pasquale, and his portiràyàl 
of the -lovesick,) crotcheiy, old bachelor has been 
one of the Metropolitan's great drawing cards ever 
since. 

. The basso attributes his great bulk to his choice 
bt- parts, which makes it unnecessary for him to 
preserve a -hero's physique, as well as to the cpok- 
ing of his Bulgarian wife.

\CHAMBER MUSIC\ 

Three of the most famous com- 
posers ot the gréât period ot music 
which flourished during the first 
half ot the 18th century will be 
featured by the McGUl String 
Quartet and thé assisting chamber 
ensemble at the fourth of the eight 
chamber music concerts being pre- 
sented by the Montreal Festivals 
at the Hermitagei This fourth event 
in the series is to take place on 
Friday. January 31, at p.m.' 

The first half of the program will 
be devoted to three ot Handel's 
Twelve Grand Concerti, which are 
being presented in their entiréty 
4it thé concért under'thé diréction 
ot Alexander Brott Concertos 
scheduled for Friday evening are 
thé No. 7 in B hat major, thé No. 8 
in C minor and the No. 9 iii F 
major. The seventh Handel is novel 
in th»t it introduces a hornpipe into 
thé severely classical realm of the 
concerto grosso. 

In the sécond half of the program 
concertos by two Italian compos- 
ers will be feattircd. One of them is 
the Concerto lii A minor by An- 
tonio Vivaldi, thé other the Con- 
certino in F major by Giovanni 
Battista Fèrgolesi, a work rarely 
pérforméd in public. "Thé •'VlVfldi 
concértà Is régirded à* one of the 
finiU éximplés* of its kind, one 
that Johanh . Sêbastlén B^ch so 
admired that hé transcribed it for 
organ. 

Pergolçsi, who was among the 
most gittfd compotérs of thé per- 
iod, died 173S In his 26th yèar, a 
loss that hts b^en mourned ever 
sincé ai a blow to thé déveiopmént 
of muMc. Chamber music plàyéd 
only a sniiall rblé in Férgolesi's 
créative work. The Neapolitan is 
chiefly remembered as the compos- 
er of the comic opera. La Serve Fa- 
drona, which is still in the operaUc 
rcpèrlory today and which created 
a veritablé revolution in operatic 
art after lis production in Naples 
in 1733.
